The  Music  Department  at  Enfield  High  School  encompasses  three  areas  of 
specialization:  instrumental,  classroom  and  vocal  music. 

The  instrumental  area,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Dana  Hawes,  includes 
the  marching  and  concert  bands,  as  well  as  a string  ensemble  and  individual 
instrumental  study.  Several  members  of  our  band  have  continued  their  pursuit 
of  a career  on  music,  both  in  military  musical  organizations  and  in  solo  or 
group  performances.  We  at  Enfield  High  School  could  always  depend  upon 
our  musicians  to  get  us  into  the  spirit  of  things,  either  at  athletic  events  or 
during  the  holiday  seasons. 

The  classroom  curriculum  is  aimed  to  accommodate  three  different  kinds 
of  students:  the  general  student,  who  may  include  the  History  of  American 
Music  (Music  II)  or  Electronic  Music  in  his  studies;  the  college  bound  liberal 
arts  and  elementary  education  majors  and  the  music  minor,  who  would  find 
the  History  of  European  Music  and  Counterpart  (Music  III)  both  necessary 
and  helpful;  and  the  advanced  music  major,  who  would  study  Advanced  Music 
under  the  capable  guidance  of  Mr.  Leonard  DeMaio. 

Mr.  Rocco  Autorino  is  the  man  in  the  director’s  chair  when  our  mixed  and 
select  choruses  take  to  the  risers  for  a performance.  Mr.  Autorino,  an  accom- 
plished vocalist  in  his  own  right,  selects  music  from  a wide  span  of  numbers, 
ranging  from  early  sacred  music  to  contemporary  folk  numbers.  The  vocal  class 
which  he  conducts  helps  the  student  gain  confidence  in  his  solo  work,  improve 
his  vocal  technique,  and  realize  the  potential  of  his  own  voice.  Mr.  Autorino 
also  teaches  the  Senior  Seminar  “Music  and  Humanities”  course  and  handles 
the  general  music  curriculum. 

The  Music  Department,  which  has  been  consistent  in  turning  out  fine  music 
students  with  a college  acceptance  rate  of  85%,  has  also  received  numerous 
awards  and  grants  for  its  fine  work.  The  Electronic  and  American  Music  courses 
have  received  government  grants,  and  the  latter  had  also  been  awarded  a 
National  Freedom  Foundation  Grant  and  the  Downbeat  Jazz  Award.  Com- 
positions produced  by  alumni  of  our  music  department  have  performed  at 
Trinity  College,  the  University  of  Connecticut,  on  the  National  Educational 
Television  network  and  at  the  National  Music  Teacher’s  Conference.

The  1972-73  football  team  of  Enfield  High  School,  coached  by  Joseph  Lamana,  pro- 
vided its  many  loyal  fans  with  a grade  of  football  that  many  had  not  seen  in  a long 
while.  The  excitement  of  the  first  Fermi  game  and  a couple  of  spectacular  victories  will 
long  be  remembered. 

Pre-season  predictors  didn’t  give  Enfield  much  of  a chance  to  do  any  damage.  The  loss 
of  many  valuable  seniors,  inexperience  and  a tough  schedule  in  the  C.D.C.  were  factors 
that  many  considered  the  team  could  not  overcome. 

The  first  three  games  of  the  season  seemed  to  bear  out  exactly  what  many  had  pre- 
dicted. The  offense  never  seemed  to  get  going  and  the  defensive  play  was  inconsistent. 
The  result  was  three  disappointing  losses.  What  many  didn’t  realize  was  that  it  was  just 
a matter  of  time  before  the  team  acquired  the  experience  and  confidence  it  needed  to  win. 

The  team  put  it  all  together  against  Hartford  Public  in  their  fourth  game  of  the 
season.  They  held  a Hartford  team  that  was  ranked  third  in  the  state  for  three  and  a half 
quarters  before  letting  the  game  slip  away.  There  was  no  victory  to  show  for  their 
performance,  but  it  was  clear  that  this  team  was  on  its  way  up.

Enfield  finally  got  on  the  winning  track  against  Bulkeley,  two  weeks  later,  playing  an 
almost  perfect  game  and  winning  12-0.  Then  to  prove  that  this  game  was  no  fluke 
they  went  out  and  beat  Fitch  High  School  the  next  Saturday  by  a convincing  score  of 
31*6.  A loss  followed  this  game,  at  the  hands  of  Weaver  High.  Enfield  fought  and 
scrapped  on  a muddy  Weaver  field  but  ended  up  on  the  short  end,  40-18.  The  team  didn’t 
have  to  hang  its  head  low  after  this  loss  though,  for  they  had  managed  to  score  18 
points  against  a team  which  had  held  its  opponents  scoreless  in  three  previous  games 
while  scoring  over  a hundred. 

Enfield  went  back  to  its  winning  ways  against  Northwest  Catholic  the  following 
week  posting  a 18-13  victory.  This  set  the  stage  for  the  first  meeting  with  Fermi. 

The  Fermi  game  was  played  on  a frozen  field  with  an  overflowing  crowd  on  hand  at 
Enfield  High  School.  The  tension  that  filled  the  air  was  almost  unbelievable.  Shortly 
before  game  time  the  team  learned  it  had  been  made  a 6 point  underdog  by  the  local 
newspaper.  This  just  helped  to  prepare  Enfield  even  more.  Enfield  took  a 6-0  lead  into 
half-time.  Enfield  poured  it  on  in  the  second-half  scoring  17  more  points.  It  was  a 
perfect  game  and  had  to  be  one  of  the  sweetest  victories  Enfield  has  ever  had. 

With  the  season  over  the  team  looked  back.  Their  year  had  been  divided  into  three 
parts.  The  first  four  games,  the  middle  four  games,  and  the  final  game  with  Fermi.  After 
losing  the  first  four  games  Enfield  set  a goal  of  winning  the  last  five.  They  missed  this 
goal  by  one  game,  that  being  Weaver.  So  though  their  record  was  4-5,  which  doesn  t 
really  sound  that  good,  the  1973  Team  was  able  to  look  back  and  call  the  season  a success- 
ful one  because  of  the  fact  that  they  didn’t  quit.  Enfield  came  back  strong  and  determined 
to  beat  Fermi.  They  accomplished  this  goal  by  teamwork.

The  Enfield  Raiders  1972  Soccer  Team,  with 
twelve  seniors  playing  their  last  season  of  a 
successful  varsity  career,  enjoyed  an  exciting 
and  bitter-sweet  year.  The  Raider  hooters  fin- 
ished with  a rather  disappointing  5-6-2  record, 
missing  by  just  one  game  a berth  in  the  state 
tournament.  Two  of  the  losses  were  by  two 
goals,  the  other  four  by  one,  in  a schedule  which 
included  seven  tournament  teams. 

From  the  outset  of  the  season,  Enfield  Coach 
Bill  Teed  expressed  confidence  in  his  seniors: 
Dave  Anderson,  Stan  Carpe,  Paul  Dumond, 
Rick  Francolini,  Bob  King,  Jim  Lapointe,  Jim 
Lynch,  Jime  Peterson,  George  Salazar,  Bruce 
Torrant,  Bill  Walsh,  and  Marty  Wright.  Coach 
Teed  said  it  was  perhaps  the  best  group  of 
seniors  he’s  had  at  EHS. 

The  first  two  games  were  an  indication  of 
the  strength  of  this  1972  entry.  The  first  con- 
test saw  Cathedral,  twice  and  currently  Massa- 
chusettes’  state  champions,  invade  Raiderland, 
only  to  be  held  by  a stingy  defense  to  a 2-2  tie. 
Next,  in  one  of  the  three  or  four  best  games 
of  the  season,  a late  score  gave  Class  B State 
Champions  Windsor  Locks  a hard-fought  vic- 


tory over  the  Raiders.  In  Bloomfield  a three- 
goal  second  half  fell  short  of  the  tournament- 
bound  Warhawks.  A disappointing  loss  to 
Windham  followed. 

Then  a three  game  win  streak  came,  with 
wins  over  Bulkeley,  East  Hartford,  and  Penney, 
in  which  the  mighty  Raiders  outscored  these 
team  11-0.  This  was  followed  by  another  of 
the  finest  games;  the  Fermi  game  in  which  the 
Raiders  took  36  shots  on  goal  and  completely 
dominated  the  match.  After  two  overtimes,  the 
outcome  was  a 0-0  tie. 

The  Raiders  then  fell  victim  to  three  consecu- 
tive one-goal  defeats  at  the  hands  of  the  Hart- 
ford teams.  These  losses  ruined  the  post-season 
chances  for  Enfield. 

Two  bright  spots  followed.  First  a 3-0  thrash- 
ing of  East  Hartford  occurred  on  a grey  Satur- 
day morning.
